The elimination of state funds would 
be catastrophic for the dental health of 
Oklahomans. Oral health impacts the 
physical, mental, social and overall 
wellbeing of populations. It is a key 
indicator to quality of life and the 
elimination of dental funding would be 
many more Oklahomans would be at 
risk for tooth decay and health care cost 
to families would increase. Critical 
services such as Community Water 
Fluoridation would impact 
approximately 70% of all Oklahomans. 
The impact of the elimination of the 
Fluoride Varnish program which served 
predominately children under 5 would 
be more children bearing the pain and 
infection associated with dental decay. 
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
